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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
11/19/2007 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 32 filed 1 0/1 7/2007 was insufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 70- 89 based upon 1 12 1st as set forth in the last 
Office action because the specification failed to disclose the subject matter as recited. 

2. The examiner spoke to the applicant and the applicant's representative. The 
applicant filed two subsequent amendments after final. The last amendment after final 
filed on 1 1/19/2007 amended claim 70 to overcome the 1 12 rejection set forth in the 
final office action and cancelled claims 74-89. 

3. The remaining claims, claims 70-73 are in allowable form. 

4. Claims 1-69 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 70-73 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 70, prior art Munch, Jr. (US 3,524,143) discloses amplifier systems for electric 
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guitars and the like including potentiometers and a foot-operated switch. Prior art 
Wilder (US 3,418,418) discloses a phase shift vibrato circuit that has an instrument as 
its program source (electric organ, guitar) and includes three potentiometers and a foot- 
operated switch. Prior art Barker (US 3,742,1 14) discloses a guitar-like electronic 
musical instrument using resistor strips and potentiometers means to activate tone 
generators. Generally the art teaches of analog electric filter network systems. The 
prior art or combination thereof fails to disclose or make obvious a rotary switch which is 
adapted to select one of a plurality of capacitances and a foot-operated switch that is 
adapted to select an operating filtering network for said analog electric filter network by 
selecting either said first filter network or said second filter network, wherein both said 
first filter network and said second filter network include said capacitance selected by 
said rotary switch. Therefore, the prior art or combination thereof fails to disclose or 
make obvious an analog electric filter network system for real-time processing of 
electrical signals in an electrical guitar amplifier as claimed. 
.Claims 70-73 is allowed due to dependency on claim 70.
